The ceremonies incidental to the dedication of the 
Luther statue, which stands in front of Memorial 
Lutheran Church were, conducted this afternoon, 
when the statue was formally unveiled. The exer- 
ces took place on a ——— built about the es- 
tal, which covered the entire park between it and 
the church, and when the exercises began the 1,200 
seats provided were filled and many spectators 
were standing on the walks and in the streets, Di- 
rectly in front of the statue were seated the speak- 
ers, and above them was stretched a canvas parti- 
tion as a protection from the sun. A blue cord was 
suspended at one side, and was connected with an 
American flag which concealed the statue from view. 
Justice Miller presided, in place of Chief Justice 
Waite, who was detained by sickness. Seated 
near him were the speakers, the officers 
of the association and invited guests, 
including prominent southern clergymen from 
various States. The exercises commenced with the 
rendition of “The Heavens are Telling,“ by the 
Marine Band. Prayer was then offered by Rev. F. 
W. Conrad of Philadelphia. A brief but interesting 
history of the statue was read by Rev. J, G. Butler, 
to whose untiring efforts the success of the move- 
ment which culminated in the erection of the 
statue is largely due, This was followed by Volk- 
man’s Organ Sonata,” by the band. 
Senator Conger of Michigan delivered the address 
of the day, and Rev. J. 8. Morris, D. D., spoke at 
some length. The cord attached to the flag cover- 
ing the statue was then pulled, and, as the drapery 
fell, disclosing the face of the great Reformer, the 
band rendered Luther's famous Battle Hymn. The 
ceremonies were brought to a close with the benedic- 
tion, pronounced by Rev. Dr. Albert of Philadelphia. 
This evening the ladies of Memorial Church give a 
reception to the members of the Statue Association 
and their guests.
